MENTAL INVENTORIES. 



Many colleges are considering a method of application of the 
airmy intelligence tests which the Government used in the camps 
during the war. As aimy tests have proven very useful in the 
selection of men for the responsible positions; their success to any 
great extent in educational institutions, however, is uncertain. 

Of more than one million soldiers who were given a phycho- 
logical examination in 1918, 16,266 showed a mental age of eight 
years orless, dnd 7,359 a mental age below seven years. It can 
be easily seen how the Government can use such a test to advan- 
tage in the selection of officers. 

In colleges, however, the tests would serve an entirely differ- 
ent purpose. Instead of ranking one student above another be- 
• cause of mental superiority as shown by a few simple experiments, 
the tests should throw some light on vocational guidance, which 
is the aim of higher education. It is apparent that in this appli- 
cation the tests fall short. They are not intended to show learn- 
ing toward any particular kind of work. 

Where the plan might prove profitable is the use of the teats 
on individuals entering school. By this means instructors would 
be able to judge how much work should be required and how 
many subjects should be carried by individual students. The 
tests would also give the student an inventory of himself in order 
to enable him to know how he is ranked as a student and how he 
should proceed to improve himself. But in no case should the 
results be used to discourage students becaiuse of the fact that 
other students hold higher rank.— Daily Kansan.

doer, half pasted over with magazine 
leaves, one found oneself in a palace of 
delights — sbalves, counters, tables, 
chairs, the floor, everything save the 
stove piled high with a glorious mod 
ley of books, magazines and pictures, 
over which reigned a veriUble king, 
a man tall, straight and thin, clad in 
scholarly black, with silk neckerchief, 
the eyes of a bookman and a scholar's 
forehead. To the stranger he was 
difficult of approach, with a cold, 
polite difnity which became positively 
freezing as he told aome tactless 
seeker of notepaper or pencils, "This 
Is hot a sUtioier's shop." 

The first time I visited the old 
gentleman I used JIlss Cameron's 
name to penetrate that sUtely barrier 
cf courtesy, and In answer to that 
"open sesame" he brought forth 
quaint Teproductiona of mediaeval 
books, pictures which were "not for 
sale," and finally offered me a little 
bag of peppei-mlnt humbugs, of which, 
he eaid apologetically, he always kept 
a little supply. Such treasures as he 
could bring forth to the Initiated! 
Autograph, copies were perhaps his 
greatest prize, many were the famous 
men of whom he coulidi show you the 
original book-plates; but priceleBS old 
prints would come a close second 
From these, so immey would induce 
htm to part I remember his telling 
me of a rare old manuscript which 
came into his possession, beauUfulIy 
illuminated and full of exquisite mini 
atures. "I can't think why I sold it" 
be mourned, "I can't think why I sold 
it" But more than once he has been 
known to give as a free gift some 
treasured picture which he could not 
be persuaidM to sell. On one ocrasinn 
Mile. Mllfaau, now Mme. Puech, asked 
for a cerUIn print which was "not for 
sale"; when she was married, he seat 
her this sane picture, beautifully 
framed. At another time, a young 
man had long been trying to buy a 
picture, but in vain. Ju«t before be 
went overseas bis mother made a final 
effort, whlcb was once more refused, 
but as BiM was going out of the door 
Mr. Picken handed her the picture, 
sayteg, "Tliough I cannot sell it, I am 
b»ppy to give It to you." Such was 
the chaming courtesy of the man! 

But that which he would sell was 
almost equally delightful. There was 
the Joy always of not being quite sure 
w*«t yow would find, anticipations 
matfa more lively by the fact that Mr. 
Picken did not ssem much more sure 
tlian his customer what lie had in hla 
shop. One thing you could always 
rely m, a fall stock of the Temple and 
E>rer7man Bditlona. These, with a true 
missionary spirit, be grarely urged you 
to get. Once he commanded you to 
buy a book, you dared not refuse. ] 
am sure no one frequented his com- 
panr without possessing the collecUon 
of qntiat litUe essays called) The 
liove of Books." Another thing you 
would be sure to find was books ex- 
quisitely illustrated— his shop seemed 
the natural home of Rackham and 
Hugh Tbompson editions. Perhaps 
dearest to him of these lesser friends 
were his children's books, so that Kate 
Oreenaway's illustrations, Caldecot's 
Nursery Rhymes, and "Struwwolpeter' 
dominated the piles which bad swal- 
lowed witb equal oblivion many a 
learned tome or light novel. 

But especially one went to him for 
books that could be found nowhere

THIRD LECTURE 
OF SERIES ON 
GOVERNMENT 

By £. F. SU&TETEB, K.C. 



(OpntinueU from last iasue) 

1. He advises the heads of the sev- 
eral depajrtmenfts ■ot the Govenunent of 
the Province upon all matters of law 
concerning such departments, or aris- 
ing in the adminiatration thereof; 

2. He to charged with the settlement 
and approval ot all inatrumenits Issued 
under the Great Seal; 

3. He has the regulation and conduct 
of all litigation for or «igstsat the 
Crown or any subject within the au- 
thority or Jurisdiction of the Qtivem- 
ment of the Province; 

4. He has the control and manage- 
ment of the judicial orgaalzatioa and 
ot registry offices, as well as the con- 
trol and direction ot the Inspection of 
the offices of the Courts and ot regis- 
try offices and of prisons; 

5. He also has the superintendence 
over judicial officers and registrars, 
who are all under his department; 
and, finally, 

6. He is charged with superintend- 
ing the adminstration or the execution, 
as the case may be, of the laws re- 
specting the police. 

Connected with his department is 
the Quebec Puhlic Utilities Commia- 
[ slon. which is a Court of Record, 
created in 1909, consisting of three 
members, one ot whom is the president 
thereof, all appointed for ten years by 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. 

The Commission haa jurisdiction: 

(a) In all matters within. the juris- 
diction of the Rajtway Committee of 
the Executlvie Council, to which it Is 
substituted; 

(b) In all questions relating to the 
transportation of goods on the line of 
any tramway company, or on any 
parts thereof; 

(c) In all matters within the juris- 
diction of the Minister of Public 
Works and Labour, to v^hom it is also 
substituted; 

(d) In all contiestations respecting 
the tolls which may be demanded by 
any public utility, such as telegraph, 
telephone, transportation, light, heat 
or power companies, subject to exist 
ing contracts, and to the provlk'ons ot 
tine statute regarding electric railway 
companies; 

(e) In all cases where a public util- 
ity wishes to enter a municipality tor 
the purpose of placing therein, with or 
without Us consent, Its rails, posts, 
wires, pipes, conduits or other appli 
ances. 

The decisions of the Commission 
may be may be appealed from to the 
Court of King's Bench, sitting In Bp 
peals. 

Provincial Secretary. 

He is, as we have already seen, the 
Registrar of the Province, and the De- 
partment of Public Instruotlon Is un- 
der his control. 

The powers, duties and functions of 
the Secretary and Registrar are the 
following:— 

1. He . is the keeper ot the Great 
Seal. 

2. He bias charge ot the correspond- 
ence ot the Oov«mmebt ot the Pro- 
vince, 

3. He is the keeper ot all the regis- 
ters and archives ot the Government 
which do not specially belong to other 
departments, and ot all the regliters 
and arcVves which liave been deliver- 
ed to the Oovemment of the Province 
by virtue ot Section 143 of the British 
North America Act, 1867, namely, such 
as the Governor-General In Council, 
may, from time to time, have orilered 
the delivery or appropriation ot the 
Province of Quebec. 

4. He issues all letterï patent, com- 
missions and other documents under 
the Great Seal, and cou»ters(«ns the 
same, except such as should be coun- 
tersigned by the Clerk ot the Crown 
in Chancery, namely, papers banded 
to the latter under the Quebec Elec- 
tion Act , 

5. He registers all proclamaUons, 
commissions, letters patent and other 
Instruments and documents issued un- 
der the Great Seal. 

6. It is his duty to deliver, sign and 
attest all copies ot the registers, ar- 
chives and documents issued under the 
Great Seal. 

7. He superintends the administra- 
tion or the execution as the case may 
be, of the laws respecting the follow- 
ing: 

(a) Reformatory and industrial 
schools. 

(b) The insane. 

(c) The inspection of hospitals and 
other charitable institutions. 

(d) The incorporation by letters 
patent of joint stock companies and 
their voluntary winding up (the com- 
pulsory wlndinig up of conmierclal 
corporations being a subject assigned 
to the Dominion Parliament, which 
legislates on Bankruptcy and Insol- 
vency), and the formation ot gas and 
waXer companies, co-operative asso- 
ciations or companies for commercial 
purposes, and cemetery companies. 

(e) Statistics. 

8. He is charge-d witb the annual 
compilation of the statistics ot births, 
marriages and deatlis and causes of 



death in the province. 

9. He has the functians, duties and 
powers which were assigned by law 
to tbe Secretary and Registrar of the 
late Province ot Canada, in so far as 
is consia^eat with the division of 
powers established between the Oov- 
emment of Canada and that ot this 
provinoe by the British North Ameri- 
ca Act, 1867, and not since noditied 
or affected. 

10. He has such further powers, 
duties and functions as may from 
time to time, be assigned to him by 
law or order in council, or as have not 
bean assigned to any other department 
of the Oovemmem. 

Among the matters connected with 
the secretariat are the preaervation 
of the old French records, the publi- 
cation of (notices which must be, by 
law. Inserted In the Quebec O^tiiclal 
Gazette, the complUBtloa ot vital sta- 
tistics, as aforesaid, and the publlca- 
Uon, by the King's Printer, ot— 

1. The statutes of the Province. . 

2. An otticial weekly gazette, known 
as the Quebec Official Gazette, and 

3. Such document» and anaounce- 
ments as the Ueutenant-Oovarnor in 
Council may require to be printed or 
pubUshed. 

4. Provincial Treasurer. 

The Provincial Treasurer has the 
manag€in>ent and direction of the 
Treasury Department. ' 

He advises the Crown in flAancial 
matters, and especially as to the re- 
ceipts agd expenditure of the Gov- 
ernment. 

He is charged with the preparation 
of the budget and the proposing of 
ways and means. 

His duties and pow<ers are iho fol- 
lowing:— 

1. The superintendence, control and 
management of everything cmmeoted 
with the financial affairs, the revenue 
and expenditure, uid the public ac- 
counts of the province, and which is 
not, or in so far as it is not, by law 
or by order of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council, assigned to another 
department of the Oovemment. 

2. The duties and powers which, at 
the time of the Union, were by law 
vested in or imposed upon the Min- 
ister ot Finance and Receiver-General 
of the late Province of Canada', res- 
pectively, in so far as they are com- 
patible with the division of powers es- 
tablished by the British North Ameri- 
ca Act, 1867, between the Oovemment 
of Canada and that ot this Province, 
and have not since been modified or 
affected. 

3. The control and direction of the 
general deposit office ot this Pro- 
vince. 

4. The superintending of the execu- 
tion ot the laws respecting insurance 
eompaates and mutual benefit and 
charitable societies, and the control 
and direction of the inspection ot such 
companies and societies. 

6. Such other duties and powers not 
contrary to any law ot the Province, 
as may be, from thne to time, assigned 
to him by the Ueutenant-Oovemor In 
Council. 

He is the President of the Treasury 
Board, composed ot himself, the Mln- 
i.*.e-. ot Lau'ié anc Forests and the At- 
i'ln cj-Generat 

li::agraphs > and C, ot lit!» enum- 
eration ot the duties of the Provincial 
Treasurer, as found In the Revised 
Statutes, are general . and no com- 
ment thereof, except a thorough study 
which would exceed the limits ot this 
address, would be of great use. Para- 
graphs 2, 8 and 4, however, may be 
Improved upon by » brief eiplaaation. 
Par. 2. Division ot powers. 
By the BrWsh North America Act, 
Sec. 91, the Parliament of Canada has 
been granted exclusive legislative au- 
thority over all matters coming with- 
in the classes ot subjects hereinafter 
enuim«i«t«d, among others the follow- 
ing: 

1. The public debt and property. 

2. The regulation ot trade and com 
merce. 

3. The raising ot money by any mode 
or system ot taxatlqp. 

4. The borrowing of money on the 
pubWc credit. 

14. Currency and coinage. 

15. Banking, Incorporation of banks, 
and the l8*ue ai pape." money. 

16. Savings banks. 
18. Bills of exchange and promis- 

sory notes. '

21. Bankruptcy and Insolvency. 
As against these powers, the Pro- 
vincial Legislatures may exclusively 
make laws in relation to the following 
among other matters. 

2. Direct taxation within the pro- 
vince in order to the raising of a rev- 
enue for provincial purposes. 

3. The borrowing of money on the 
sola credit of the TiovHnce. 

9. Shop, saloon, tavern, auaioneer 
and other licenses in order to the 
raising of a revenue tor provincial, 
local or municipal purposes. 

"Taxes, says Mills, are either direct 
or Indirect. A direct tax is one 
wbAch is demanded from the very per- 
sons who It 1b~ Intended should pay it. 
Indirect taxes are those which are de- 
manded from one person in the ex- 
pectation and intention that he shall 
indemnify himself at the expense of 
another." 

Again Cooley says: "Taxes are 



said to be direct, ander which desig- 
nation would be Included tlyDse which 
are assessed upoi^ tiie property, per- 
son, business, income, etp., of those 
who are to pay them; and indirect are 
those which are levied on commod- 
ities t>etore they rea«h the consumer, 
and are paid by those upon whom they 
ultimately fUI, not as taxes, but as 
part of the market prices of the com- 
modity. 

Availing itself ot its power of direct 
■taxation, the Legislature has. from 
time to time, enacted and modified 
laws the object of which la the rais- 
ing of a revenue for provincial pur- 
poses, among others: 

The Incense Law. which, possibly, 
after next moving day, will only re- 
main on our statutes as a relic of a 
bygone age. 

Laws imposing licenses on powder 
magazines, billiard tables,. kept for 
gain, or by clubs, auctioneers, pawn- 
brokers, ferry men on the St. Law- 
rence river, circuses and menageries, 
bowling alleys, loan offices and non- 
resident brokers. 

Iaws Imposing taxes upon commer- 
cial corporation doing business in the 
province in their own name or 
through agents and upon transfers of 
stock. 

Laws regulating motor vehicles, 
obliging the owners to register, and 
imposin licenses théreupon. 
Par. 3. General deposit office. 
The Treasury Department is a gen 
eral deposit office. Local agents are 
appointed in the various Judicial dis- 
tricts. Clerks of the Civil Courts, 
sberifffi and coroners act as such 
agents. Moneys tendered >.a lawsuits 
and proceeds of judicial sales are de- 
posited with such officers, and pound- 
age is collected thereupon. 

Par. 4. The Provincial Treasurer in- 
struots and recedves the report of the 
Inspector ot Insurance, whose duty Is 
to report npon all matters connected 
with Insurance, as carried on by 
licensed companies subject to the Leg- 
islaWve authority of the Province and 
of the Inspector of the mutual bene- 
fit associations who looks Into the 
matter of all mutual benefit or char- 
itable associations, carrying on busi- 
ness In the province, except those 
which are authorized by the Domin- 
ion ot Canada.

and the decrease in population is due 
to famines. 

Ireland and England, being geo- 
graphically and commercially, practi- 
cally one coentry, the population of 
both should be consulted on the Irish 
Question. A vote on this topic show- 
ed a majority ot 32,000,000 In favour 
of continued Union, 

If the Peace Conference is to decide 
It must return one of two verdicts. 
Either Ireland must or must not be- 
come Independent. The- dlaousaion 
of the subject will cause disruption in 
the Conference. The question is not 
of sufficient importance to warrant 
such a risk being taken. If the 
question is decided in favour of Irish 
Independence, England will bavd to 
arm, and possibly to enforce conscrip- 
tion, thus defeating the ends of the 
league. If Ireland is turned dowb, 
she will fight. It is better to leave 
such a vexing question out of the de. 
liberations of the Conference, 

Sperber then took the floor, and 
answered some ot bin opponents' re- 
marks. Ireland is not a trivial coun- 
try. He said that the Irish are a 
separate race, a Celtic nationality op-, 
pressed by an Anglo-Saon one, which 
gives her no just représentât- on in 
the English Parliament. The fail- 
ures of the crops were due.'l^ ^id, 
to English explolUtion. 

Iréland sent more men to the war 
than did many tree Countries. 

Ulster, the only link between Ire- 
land anil Enslend, was. he averred, 
divided in itself. 

The Irish dead who He in France 
ore to be remembered. 

Peterson, '.n closing the case for the 
negative, claimed that his opponents 
had (ailed to establish the internation- 
al importance of the Irish Question, 
All Europe starved, he said, while Ire- 
land refused to be rationed. She did 
not, outside of Ulster, do her ^uty in 
the war. The questions of Poland 
and BelgCum are of international im- 
portance; but Ireland has not sacri 
ficed, nor has she suffered as they 
did; 

Ireland would be a new country, in 
experienced in world politics, and 
would soon be snapped up by some 
European country, unfriendly to Eng- 
land. ' England will have to arm. She 
cannot trust' to an untried League of 
Nations. 

The consideration ot the question 
would constitute a precedent, which 
would leave the Peace Conference 
open to trivial cbmplalnts from all 
small colonies and countries, suffer 
Ing from tenl^iprary domestic troubles. 
Peace would never be achieved. 

Sperber (Closed the debate by say 
ing that England cannot solve the 
question; therefore, the only possibld' 
solution is en international decision 
Lack of interest in the war was due 
to disgust w'.th oppression. The Irish 
have a right to live as they please 

Dr. Fryer, in awariliag his decision, 
complimeoted the speakers on their 
clear, plai'b speaking, and on their 
freedom from the gymnastic oratory 
which w«s' so character(stic of the 
"Ijt." before the war. 

The affirmative,- he said, ..laid too 
much stress on the (ufferings ot Ire 
land, and her distinct nationality. They 
consistently avoided the subject under 
consideration. The affirmative did 
well to emphasize the international 
unimportance of the Irish Question. 

Though tb<3 affirmative spoke in 
more natural manner, the decision was 
awarded-to the negative. 

C. H. Adair then proposed a vote of 
thanks to Di*. Fryer. It was unani- 
mously passed. 

The meeting was then thrown open 
tc diEciiBsiou. Much interest was 
shown by the audience, and animated 
speeches were made on both sides of 
the question. The meeting adjourn- 
ed at 10.15. '
